Perhaps it is to be the connecting link and clear-

The whole problem of deciding what kind 
of a Social Credit system is desirable has been 
left with them, along with the power to adopt 
and enforce any system they may choose, and 
likewise the power to side-track the whole 

matter indefinitely. 

They are to determine the nature and scope 
of the proposed provincial bank, draw plans 
for its organization and operation, and attend 

to the securing of a charter, with such powers 

as may seem to them advisable. 
All this means that the legislature has dele- 
gated its duties and responsibilities to the 
Ministers, to a degree that was never done be- 
fore in this province. Authority has been 
centralized, at the expense of the assembly and 
by surrender of its representative standing. The 
cabinet, not the legislature, is the governing 
body. 

! 


REGIMENTING 

The legislature met with the public in an 
attitude of expectancy. It prorogues to leave 
them in a state of wonderment. 

It was assumed steps would be taken toward 
the establishment of a Social Credit system and 
the distribution of the basic dividends, steps 
which could be identified as leading to that 
goal. Steps have undoubtedly been taken, some 
of them long ones, but where they will lead is 
not apparent to the man on the street. 

Maybe these will result in the promised 
dividends; but majbe they will only end in 
another crash—such has ended many a 
former ambitious and well-meant plan to re- 
construct human conditions wholesale. The 
measures employed do not carry internal evi- 
dence to assure the desired outcome, and some 
of the surrounding circumstances are doubt- 
provoking. 

For one thing, Major Douglas not 
recommend, sanction, or approve these methods. 
| And, whatever criticism may be thrown at him 
for holding to his opinion, Major Douglas is the 
author of the Social Credit theory. His judg- 
| ment will naturally and properly go a long way 
| with the observant public, when he says this 
| road does not lead in the right direction. If 

the Major does not know how to get the divi- 
| dends circulating, it takes a lot of faith to think 
anybody else knows, 

Regimentation is the general term applicable 
to the session legislation. It has been applied 
alike to the taxpayers, to the consumers and 
to the bond-holders. Since Alberta is Alberta,

Three times the Supreme Court of United 
States had set aside sentences of death passed 
upon the boys, declaring that mistrials had 
taken place, juries packed and evidence wrongly 
excluded, The prosecutor, Thomas E. Knight, 
has ridden on the backs of these negro boys into 
the Lieut.-Governorship, but still continues as 
paid prosecutor, though there, here, it is 
illegal for a man to hold two offices of emolu- 
ment under the state. The same judge, William 
Washington Callahan, whose son was recently 
acquitted of an Alabama murder on the ground 
of temporary insanity, continues to judge the 
cases, though his bias and incapacity have been 
proved in previous trials 

I'm quoting from a report by Carleton Beal 
in “The Nation,”’ who calls the trial a “puppet 
show,”, with the proceedings punctuated by 
spurts of tobacco juice on the courtroom flgor 
and walls, the chief witness chewing snuff as 
she testified, the garment which she filed as an 
exhibit in the first trial changed from cotton to 
silk in the present trial to suit changed fashions, 
the mill band playing outside the courthouse 
windows, “There'll be a hot time in the old 
town tonight,” and the judge indulging in salty 
dialect witticisms.

cations have been examined after death in 
order to arrive at this conclusion. Comparisons 
of these brains with those from persons of or- 
dinary intelligence shows only one distinct dif- 
ference. That is in the variations found in the 
convolutions and “wrinkles” found on the brain. 

Those possessed of superior intelligence al- 
ways exhibit a large number of these “wrinkies,” 
while the brains of those of a low order of 
intelligence have fewer wrinkles. To the scien- 
tist this means only one thing, i.e, that those 
with the most convolutions have used their 
brains more than the others. Some of the larg- 
est brains have very few while the brain from a 
small head is often literally covered with fine 
wrinkles and convolutions. 

Thus, it may be surmised that we all have 
enough brain substance if we will use it. It is 
important to study why some do not think as 
much as others. No doubt there are those who 
suffer from an inherent mental laziness, but in 
most cases it will be found that the energy need- 
ed for the process of thought is used elsewhere. 

One of a gluttonous nature can never be a 
great thinker as the brain will be languid if the 
stomach is constantly being overworked. In a 
like manner, inharmonious mixtures of food in 
the stomach produce a food battle which diverts 
energy to that organ. 

You all know how sleepy you feel after a 
large meal. Is it not possible that a chronic 
mental enervation will exist day after day, 
caused by dietetic indiscretions? If you are not 
thinking clear, construetive thoughts, look for 
such causes as these. 

Also, increase your physical exercise in order | 
to have a smoother working physical organism | 
as this will act as a generator of more energy 
which may be used in the mental processes. 
No particular kind of food is needed if you use 
a well-balanced diet.

awaiting justice, a guard offered to get them 
short sentences if they would dismiss Liebow itz. 
One of them, Ozie Powell, angrily rejected the 
offer. The guard struck the shackled man over 
the face. Shackled though he was to the two 
other boys, Powell in a fit of jail madness, drew 
a penknife and slashed at the guard, who 
stopped the car and taking aim, put a bullet 
through Powell's brain, The guards then re- 
ported that the man was shot while attempting 
escape. On Powell's recovery all three are to 
be tried for attempted murder. 

The absurdity of three shackled men, armed 
with a penknife, attempting to break from a 
fast moving prison van, filled with armed 
guards and preceded and followed by other 
armed cars, won't help them in Alabama. Their 
doom is sealed, 

I've know of several pretty raw things in 
the administration of justice in Canada, but 
nothing to equal the treatment given these 
negro boys.

A Day in Canadian History 


On this date in 1808 the look- 
out on Sambro Head saw 
approach ot a great armada and 
word soon spread into Halifax 


that big things were going to hap- 
pen, Very soon a mighty flect of 
transports, escorted by warships, 
entered the harbor and made 
their way upstream to the vicin- 
ity of the dockyard. General Sir 
George Prevost had arrived with 
living proof that if the United 
States wanted war, Canada would 
not be left defenceless 

Prevost, who had won a high 
reputation as an artillery com- 
mander and as a civil administra- 
tor in the West Indies, had been 
commissioned as lieutenant gov- 
ernor of Nova Scotia and com- 
mander in the seashore provinces. 
He had been given four strong 
battalions and sailed west. One 
battalion was left at Bermuda but 
the other three came to Halifax. 
When he left London it was 
known that Sir James Craig, the

governor ‘general at Quebec, was 
in poor health and Prevost was 
instructed, in the event of Craig's 
death, to proceed at once to Que- 
bec and take over both the mili- 
tary command and the civil ad- 
ministration. But Craig carried 
on until 1811 and in 1812 Prevost 
came up to Quebec to be gover- 
nor general and commander in 
chief, in which capacity he had 
to conduct the war with the 
United States. 

The army he brought to Hali- 
fax in 1808 was distributed at 
strategic points in Nova Scotia 
and New Brunswick. Later when 
the war scare had died, Prevost 
took some of them to Martinique, 
but when the warclouds grew 
darker he returned to Halifax and 
set out for Quebec, most of his 
soldiers travelling, in course of 
time, to the defence of Upper 
Canada. Not a few of the men 
who defended the Niagara fron- 
tier in 1812-15 had travelled to 
Ha ifax in Prevost's great armada.

FIXED INTEREST RATES 

There need be no fear that the 
failure of Alberta to meet its bond 
obligations will result in an epi- 
demic of immediate default. It is 


clearly understood that, upon 
terms, the Dominion stands ready 
to assume responsibility for the 
needs of any province which finds 
itself in straits+~a circumstance 
the main value of which is that 
it protects Dominion credit from 
undue damage from the finan- 
cial policies of the provinces. The 
nature of the terms upon which 
the Dominion will come to the 
rescue of the provinces is not yet 
c early understood. What do they 
involve? It doubtful if the 
federal treasury, or the treasuries 
of the provinces which may in the 
future need help, have fully real- 
ized the political implications of 
the proposal for a loan council. 
To accept reief on such terms 
may strike deep at the founda- 
tions of Confederation, The terms 
proposed, in the long run, may 


mean a sweeping resiriction of 
provincial rights. The control 
which is necessary in order to 


make the loans council solution 
work out, might radically change 
the relation of the Dominion to 
some of the provinces; for finan- 
cial guarantee necessarily invol- 
ves financial contro’, the political 
implication of which cannot read- 
ily be forecast 

Whether developments of this 
character would be good or bad 
need not be discussed at the mo- 
ment. But the fact that such a 
situation has arisen suggests that 
the engineering formula which 
effected Confederation in 1867 is 
no longer adequate to maintain 
the structure in 1936. The national 
policy has been dominated, natur- 
ally enough, by Central Canada; 
and it is natural therefore that 
Centra! Canada has profited most 
by it. It is significant that the 
stress of modern conditions have 
been felt more upon the flanks 
of Confederation than in its 
centre. The Maritimes and the 
West have shouldered a shock in 
this depression incomparably 
more severe than that endured 
by Ontario and Quebec. Should 
the remedy for this condition be 
found in bolstering up the fin- 
ances of the weaker members, 
even at the price of the surrender 
of their provincial rights? Or 
should some more far-reaching 
solution be sought which would 
have as its aim the re-adjustment 
of the financia! relations of the 
Dominion and its nine provinces 
upon a basis which will not be 
destructive of the federal struc- 
ture of the Dominion? These are

considerations not to 
be ignored in any attempt at 
femporary adjustments because 
no short-term arrangement can 
exclude them, 


But an immediate fact remain 
to be faced. The burden of debt 
is intolerably heavy upon the 
weaker members of Confedera- 
tion. What can be done with it? 
The country has suffered the 
worst depression in history. It is 
now beginning to emerge, delay- 
ed in recovery as it was prolong- 
ed in its misery by the number- 
less rigidities in the economic 
structure—rigidities which above 
al! else retard the return of pros- 
perity. Among the most important 
and most burdensome of these 
rigidities is the existence of fixed 
debt charges which do not change 
in rate or amount through good 
times or bad, In good times the 
load can be borne, In bad times 
the proportion of income which 
must be devoted to debt service 
rises tremendously. The holder of 
a government bond, it has always 
been agreed, must get his inter- 
est, whether the interest on a 
$1,000 bond means 50 bushels of 
wheat or 100 bushels of wheat. 
This has been accepted as axio- 
matic by everybody. 

Shocking as the prospect will 
appear to many the likelihood is 
growing that this iron rue will 
have to yield to the pressure of 
cireumstances. Has its mainten- 
ance, w'th inflexible rigidity been 
the sensible course to follow, even 
from the point of view of the 
bond-holder himself? It does the 
passengers on a vessel little good 
to make the stokers keep steam 
up in the boi'ers if the ship is 
going down. The thing to do is to 
keep the ship itself safe. This 
view suggests that the holders of 
fixed interest securities will have 
fo realize that theirs is a claim 
which, in certain conditions, is

Thank you for your three letters 
of @eptember 24th, which I have 
just received. 

As the Dean of Canterbury will | 
be back about the end of next 
week, I am deferring any very de- 
tailed reply to them until I have 
had an opportunity of talking with 
him. In the meantime, however, | 
I may say that I am delighted to 
hear that you are not, so far, en- 
countering opposition, and should 
this most desirable state of: affairs 
continue, it is quite conceivable that 
it might not be necessary for me 
to make a visit to Canada for some 
time, so that the question of ex- 
pense would not arise, 

I need hardly say, of course, that 
it would not occur to me to visit 
Alberta except upon your express | 
invitation. From a private point of 
view, I should much prefer not to 
make a second visit in the early fu- 
ture, since the sum agreed upon | 
does not, in fact, nearly compensate 
me for the direct and indirect cost 
of a visit to Alberta. This mat- 
ter is, of course, within limits, sec- 
ondary to the main objective. 

In order that there may be no 
misunderstanding and delay, I 
might, perhaps, point out that my 
first Report was made to the Gov- 
ernment of Alberta and would have 
been identical in substance, if not 
in form, had it been made to your- 
self rather than to Mr. Reid. That is | 
to say, the recommendations cof that 
Report are not affected by the re- 
sult of the Election. I just refer to 
this because of the paragraph on 
page 2 of one of your letters of Sep- 
tember 5th—that the banks should 
credit the Provincial Government 
with five million dollars, is a mat- 
ter of detail. 

So far from this 
although the figure 
special significance, the nature of 
the transaction which is involved is 
quite fundamental and vital, and is 
in a line with the second recom- 
mendation on the last page of my | 
first Interim Report. I should like 
to make it clear beyond any pos- 
sible misconception, that no genu- 
ine Social Credit scheme, in the 
accepted meaning of the word, can 
be financed out of taxation, and 
that no progress with any kind of 
scheme and, in fact, no sound form- 
ulation of any scheme, can be made 


being the case 
itself has no 


until the method by which access 
to the Public Credit in the same 
sense that the banks now have ac- 


cess to the Public Credit has been 
decided upon. 

The first point, therefore, to en- 
able me to proceed with the reccm- 
mendation of a specific scheme, | 
which requires the attention of your 
Government, is either: (a) Can you 
make an arrangement with any ex- 
isting banking institution by which 
it will hand over to you, not as a 
loan but as a creation on your be- 
half and subject only to the disposi- 
tion of your Government, sums of 
financial! credit as may be required 
from time to time, being merely 
paid one sum for the book-keeping 
transaction of creating such credits, | 
and possibly a small sum additiou- 
ally to cover the book-keeping of 
accounts which may be based upon 
such credits. The essential differ-| 
ence between this transaction and | 
a loan based upon present prin- 
ciples is, of course, that the banks 
would have no right to recall, and 
would be paid no interest as such 
during the existence of the credits, 
but would be merely paid for actual 
services performed. 

(b) If you cannot arrange that 
existing banks will carry out such 
functions on these principles you 
must organize either a bank under 
the Dominion Bank Charter Act, or 
devise, with the aid of your local 
legal advisers, some method by 
which an institution can be organ- 
ized outside the Dominion Bank 
Charter Act, not issuing notes, but 
creating and granting credits to the 
Government as may be required, 
and issuing cheques along familiar 
lines, so that no unnecessary dif- 
ficulty may arise between the 
boundaries of Alberta and the rest 
of Canada, May I repeat that ac- 
tion along these lines, or lines hav- 
ing the same objective, is quite fun- 
damental. 

I regard the survey of produc- 
tion, resources, etc., to which you 
refer, as being quite secondary to 
action of the character I have out- 
lined, and consider that the exist- 
ing data is quite sufficient for the 
purpose of inaugurating a sound

The 
early date given in this cablegram | 
was arranged at considerable in- 
convenience to myself, and I did, | 
in fact, remain at my office tele- 
phone for about a week in the eve- 
ning in case the suggestion of a 
telephone conversation proved ac- 
ceptable. I mention this to indicate 
the importance I personally placed 
upon the first steps which were to 
be taken by the new Government. 
In the expectation of the urgent 
necessity of a.conference I have 
from time to time reserved Trans- 
atlantic passage, beginning on Sep- 
tember 14th 

(2) No direct information as to | 
the policy to be pursued has reach- 
ed me from official sources until I 
gathered from your letter of the 
24th September that you prefer to 
the | 


work in co-operation with 
banks. 

(3) In my first Interin Report I 
made it clear, I think, that the 


problem to be faced by Alberta, if 
it is to depart from purely ortho-| 
dox lines, is that of emancipation 
from the power of banking and in- 
ternational finance, and that the 
primary steps to this end were, not 
the formulation of a specific plan 
to deal with Provincial finance 
when this emancipation had been 
achieved, but were in the nature 
of inroads upon the monopoly of | 
credit, which were bound to be re- 
sisted, since they were directed 
against the continuance of banking 


and financial dominance. 
(4) A policy which apparently 
aims at defeating the banks with 


the assistance of the banks them- | 
selves, under the supervision of an| 
agent of the banks, seems to me to 
be so dangerous that I do not feel 
that it has a reasonable chance of 
success, more especially as it ap-| 
pears to be associated with a sug-| 
gestion that the difficulties of the 


tion on the part of the previous | 
Government. I am Wholly indiffer- 
ent to Party Politics, either in ‘Al- 
berta or elsewhere, but I feel that 
a suggestion of this character has 
the undesirable effect of splitting 


expense of Governments in gen-| 
eral, which is exactly the excuse 
which *the financial authorities are 
to provide every- 
where, in order that Governments 
may be replaced by Financial 
Commissions. 

(5) While I am, of course, deeply 
concerned with the success of the 
first titular Social Credit Govern- 
ment, and recognize to the fuli the 
difficulties of your own position 
and the fact that you are bound 
to be solely concerned with the 
affairs of Alberta, I am, for my 
part, obliged to bear constantly in 
mind the growing importance of 
Social Credit in other parts of the 
world and to safeguard these in- 
terests to any extent which lies 
within my power. Under these cir- 
cumstances and in view of the sit- 
uation created by the acceptance of 
Mr. Magor as adviser in connection 
with the Debt of Alberta, which is, 
of course, an integral feature of the 
plan to modify the Alberta fin- 
ancial system, I feel it would be 
desirable that the contract I have 
with the Alberta Government 
should be terminated by mutual 
consent, as it is ooviously impos- 
sible to pursue the policy of my 
first Interim Report under the 
circumstances which now appear to 
exist.

It was at this point that Mr. R 
J. Magor came into the picture. He 
was not the nominee of a group of 
Montreal bankers; you have been 
wrongly informed about this. Some 
of the social crediters from New 
York who are, we undrstand, writ- 
ing to you regularly, proposed that 
we secure the advice of American 
economic engincers to help us get 
re-established. We preferred our 
own Canadian men, so I suppose we 
have incurred their displeasure, I 
trust that you will give us just a 
little confidence in this matter. We 
are trying to be honest and sensible 
in it all. 

We realize that the British papers | 
have adopted the most virulent 
form of misrepresentation possible, 
and their declarations’ are b ing 
copied by the eastern papers of 
Canada, who assert that you have 
criticized our method of procedure 
that our policy is not social credit 
at all, and that you may not come 
to advise us. 

You can quite imagine our sur- 
prise on receiving your letter to 
find that they were more or less 
accurate in their publications. We 
were more than chagrined to read 
the statements in the social ercdit 


retariat, in which it was suggested, 
among other things, that I had had 
an interview with Sir Montagu 
Norman. This is absolutely false 
and diabolical. Surely if the Lon- 
don Secretariat wished to do anp- 
thing to hinder social credit they 
could do no more than they are 
doing. 

I wired you immediately on re- 
ceipt of your letter, asking you to 
keep steady and not be disturbed 
by the forces of the opposition. 
Surely you will allow us the right 
to use our best judgment in all 
these affairs, and you will fulfill 
your engagement as our reconstruc- 
tion adviser to the best of your 
ability. 

Nothing can be gained by your 
assuming the position of dictation 
rather than that of advice. You 
have already told us that the sur- 
vey of the production, resources 
and so forth, and the registration of 
our citizens are quite secondary in 
importance. You have asked us to 
approach the banks for a credit of 
five to ten million dollars, with no 
promise to return same or pay in- 
terest on it. Our Executive Ceuncil 
feels that it cannot approach any 
bank with such a suggestion at the 
present time. You have evidently 
misunderstood our letters when 
you say that we prefer to work in 
co-operation with the banks. This 
is hardly true. We are not trying 
to stir up opposition and conflict 
with them, however. 

What we are anxious to have 
from you as our adviser is the defi- 
nite outline of some course in more 
or less detail, showing what steps 
you feel we ought to take when we 
begin to establish social credit. We 
understand from your contract that 
while you are only to remain here 
three wecks at a time in any one 
year, you will be ready and willing 
to give us definite advice and di- 
rection at any time during the year 
as to what steps to take in this 
whole matter. 

It would seem to us that in your

suit headed by K-J. East's five dia- 
monds and two assists of hearts made 
it nearly sure that he held no more 
than four black cards total. If clubs 
were to break evenly East must have 
a lone trump, which would bother in 
the play of the hand. In case spades 
were to break 3-2, then clubs would 
not break I had to play dummy’'s 
10 of diamonds, making it clear that 
1 did not hold a singleton card of that 
suit.
